While a large part of the 
world is in the throes of war and suffering the hardships and 
horrors that war entails, this land is blessed with peace and 
prosperity, even though the latter may not measure up to our 
eager desires. But peace has reigned here while many other 
lands are in the agony of war, and while our sympathies go 
out to the suffering peoples we are in a position to be especially 
grateful that our own land has been spared the suffering and 
sorrow which are so widespread today as the result of "Man's 
inhumanity to man," the fruitage of human selfishness, greed 
and ambition.

Our land has been blessed-with abundant crops, the basis of 


all''material prosperity, and this is cause for the most devout 
thanksgiving. The country has enough for its own use and 
much to spare for its suffering neighbors. Therefore while not 
everything in this great and glorious land is just as all of us 
would like to have it, it is still a good country to live in—a little 
better than any other in the world, as we are fond of believing 
and justified in believing. 


At this time it should hardly be necessary to remind those 


who have much of their duty toward those who have little. 
Thanksgiving is a day-of feasting ;is well as thanksgiving, and 
the enjoyment of the good things of life will be the keener to 
those who partake of them in the consciousness of having done 
something toward bringing sunshine .-into, homes over which 
tiie clouds of adversity may have been wont to hang. 


The department of agriculture is convinced that the war has 


made a great opening for American manufacturers of cheese, 
and that if they will improve, the opportunity they can forge 
to the front in the cheese markets of this country and the 
world. But there is one thing they will have to do before they 
get very far toward the front, arid that is to stop palming off 
skim cheese for full cream.

All 
of which goes to prove the'truth of the old saying, "You can't 
eat your cake and keep it." .If what there is to.spare is to be 
sent across the water the suffering; at home will-have lo-get- 
along with less and thank their stars that they are not as badly 
off" as the people in the war zone. 


Congressman Gardner of Massachusetts is still fuming over 


the unpreparedness of this country for war. Senator Tillman, 
something of a fire-eater himself, takes a much more philo- 
sophical view of the situation. He says if the United States 
.will hold its horses till the nations of the Old World get 
through with each other it will, in all probability, have the 
biggest navy in the world.
